POLL DANCING 


Bars, bowling alleys and 
funeral homes among 
weird voting spots

School gymnasiums and church basements 
are familiar polling places— but some voting 
booths will appear in perhaps more unexpect- 
ed establishments across the city Tuesday: 

Bars, empty storefronts, retail shops, a fu- 
neral home and even an Illinois Department 
of Transportation truck yard are among the 
spots to be used as polling places this year, 
according to Jim Allen, spokesman for the 
Chicago Board of Election Commissioners. 

Allen said residents voting in places like 
The Original Pancake House in Beverly are 
doing so because the establishment best fits 
the board’s criteria. 

“The key things we look for are locations 


that are first accessible to people of all physi- 
cal abilities, and second {that} provide ad- 
equate space,” Allen said. “The kicker is we 
need the owner or proprietor to let us in.” 

Businesses doubling as voting locations 
can carry on as normal— often without inter- 
rupting voters, Allen said. 

Happy Village in Ukrainian Village will 
be slinging drinks as usual while people vote 
in a separate space next door. Some Lincoln 
Square locals will vote amid sweet treats at 
chocolatier Let Them Eat Chocolate. 

Mid City Nissan general manager Charles 
Settles said this is the first time his Old Ir- 
ving Park car showroom will be transformed 
into a polling place. Half the vehicles will be 
moved into temporary storage to make way 
for voting booths. Settles said. 

Delia’s Beauty Salon in Gage Park is halt- 
ing its normal cut-and-blow-dry business 
to let neighbors of the 14th Ward cast their 
vote. Stylist Hilda Cueves said salon employ- 


ees have the day off because voting booths 
will take up much of the salon’s space. 

This year isn’t the first that South Side 
bowling alley Bluebird Lanes will usher lo- 
cals into its side banquet hall to cast their 
votes. Daytime manager Carol Johnson said 
the scoreboards and pins are separated from 
voting booths— but that hasn’t stopped cus- 
tomers from dropping kids off to bowl while 
they vote. 

Movers will be packing Adam Lurniture’s 
showroom with rented tables and chairs for 
election judges and voters to use so the fur- 
niture store’s own pieces don’t get scratched. 

Manager Casey Wielgosz said Tues- 
day’s election is the first time in more than 
10 years the Garfield Ridge-area store will 
clear space for voters. 

“We figured it could help out the local 
community,” Wielgosz said. “Plus it doesn’t 
hurt to have more people coming through 
the store.”

WASHINGTON President Obama and Repub- 
lican challenger Mitt Romney are neck-and- 
neck in national polls, while Obama has an 
edge in crucial battleground states that will 
decide Tuesday’s election. 

The dynamic sets up a possible outcome 
that has rarely happened in American politics 
and could undermine the credibility of the 
victor— Romney beats Obama in the overall 
vote, but the president gets re-elected by win- 
ning the decisive Electoral College. 

It would be the fifth time in history that 
the candidate who got the most overall sup- 


port didn’t win the election, and the first time 
that an incumbent president prevailed with- 
out capturing the popular vote. 

Analysts acknowledge that such an out- 
come could happen, especially when the race 
is so tight, but they called it unlikely 

State results generally follow the national 
trend, they say, so the chances were remote 
that Romney’s victory margin in states he 
wins will be so much larger than Obama’s in 
states the president wins that it would coun- 
ter the Electoral College result. 

“If the state polls are right, then Mr. Obama 
is not just the favorite in the Electoral Col- 


lege but probably also in the popular vote,” 
Nate Silver wrote last week on the New York 
Times’ EiveThirtyEight blog that analyzes 
polling data and trends. 

SeanTrende, the senior elections analyst at 
realclearpolitics.com, wrote last month that 
the chances of a popular/electoral vote split 
were about one in three if the candidates are 
within one percentage point of each other in 
the overall count. 

Under the Electoral College system, each 
state is worth a certain number of electoral 
votes based on population. The winner of the 
popular vote in each state gets its electoral 


count, with 270 of the 538 available needed 
for victory 

The most recent split between the popular 
and electoral vote was 2000, when Demo- 
cratic Vice President A 1 Gore outpolled Texas 
Gov George W Bush by more than 543,000 
votes in the raw count but narrowly lost the 
electoral tally 

In an outcome decided by a controversial 
Supreme Court ruling that gave Elorida to 
Bush by 537 votes, the Republican challenger 
ended up with 271 electoral votes to Gore’s 
266, while Gore got 48.4 percent of the popu- 
lar vote to 47.9 percent for Bush.

The theory: If the Washington Redskins win their last 
home game played before the presidential election, 
the incumbent party will win the election.

Accuracy: The rule has held true in 17 of 18 cases, 
with only 2004 an exception-though some 
proponents of the Redskins Rule argue that 
because the 2004 incumbent, George W.

Any close election causes raw emotions and 
the uncertainty from popular/electoral vote 
splits can undermine the legitimacy of the win- 
ner, noted Wendy Schiller, a political science 
professor at Brown University That would be 
especially true this time if Obama, the incum- 
bent, claims victory without getting more overall 
votes, she said. 

“When you look at an incumbent president 
that can’t win the popular vote, you look at a guy 
that’s very hobbled from the start,” Schiller said. 
“For governing, it creates a much bigger problem 
than it does for the legitimacy of the election.” 

At the same time, she added, it would be hyp- 
ocritical of Republicans to cry foul when they 
benefited from the same situation just 12 years 
ago, saying: “If you win that way you have to be 
prepared to lose that way” 

Another factor that could contribute to a 
popular/electoral vote split is devastation from 
superstorm Sandy in states such as New York 
and New Jersey which were expected to provide 


strong support for Obama. While the president 
likely will win both, his overall vote total could 
be lower if turnout is reduced in the aftermath of 
widespread power outages and structural dam- 
age from the storm. 

Schiller, however, said the election results 
clearly would demonstrate such a scenario, pro- 
viding an explanation for what happened that 
would soften challenges to the legitimacy of an 
Obama victory via the Electoral College. 

“I don’t see any legitimate claim by either side 
that the system isn’t going to function well, even 
if you get this distortion,” she said. 

Electoral College voters, called electors, will 
meet Dec. 17 in their respective states and vote 
for president and vice president on separate bal- 
lots. 

In the case of a tie between Romney and 
Obama, the House of Representatives would 
meet in January to decide the president, with 
each state getting one vote. The Senate decides 
the vice president.
